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ON A PAYING BASIS 


Edmonton's street railway system for 
the first eleven months of the year turned 
in a net profit of $9,558, after making pro- 
vision for all charges and setting aside a 
good sum for depreciation. There is no 
mystery about the reason for this im- 
provement, A half million more passen- 
gers were carried than during the corres- 
ponding period last year. 

The street railway was built far in ad- 
vance of the requirements of the time. It 
corresponded to a pioneer “colonization” 
railway line, and has had much the same 
experience, Apparently the population of 
the city has now grown to the point where 
traffic is torimuaity available sufficient to 
make the enterprise moderately profit- 
able.

ACTION WANTED, NOT ARGUMENT 

The municipal elections and the change 
of regime at the city hall evidently inter- 
rupted an animated correspondence be- 
tween ex-Mayor Bury and Hon. Peter 
Heenan, on the subject of the responsibil- 
ity of the Dominion Government toward 
unemployed men, The Dominion Minister 
of Tabor took the position that it was 
the sole business of municipal and pro- 
vincial authorities to see that everybody 
had a job, and to provide jobs when there 
were not enough to go around. That 
theary has been propounded before, and 
argued exhaustively, with no particular 
benefit to any interest or person concern- 
ed. The ultimately important fact is that, 
whether the theory is right or wrong, it 
could not be made to stand up if it were 
put to the test. 

Stippose the mumicipalities and the pro- 
vinaes refused to assume this responsi- 
bility, and either started no relief work or 
gave this only to bona fide residents? 
What would follow? Riots, as a matter of 
course. Hungry stamachs cannot be fill- 
ed with rations of theory. And what then? 
Che Dominion poliae would have to be 
brought into action, the militia if neces- 
sary—and Ottawa would be obliged to 
take control of the dituation. The Minis- 
ter of Labor does not want that. Neither 
does amybody else 
therefore, if this periodic debate on the 
abstract question of responsibility is sus- 
pended for the time, and if the Dominion 
authority joins with those of the provinces 
and cities in dealing with the situation in 
a practical and constructive way. ‘The ar- 
gument can be resumed when summer 
comes again, in an atmosphere less charg- 
ed with explosive possibilities.

There is also the consideration that 
the presence of absence of a theatre 
in which the spoken drama is presented 
now marks the difference between a city 
and a town.

The recuperative power ig strong 
in simple natures; but the fight they 
must put up calls'for more reserve 
than they can accumulate in the 
strenuous routine of a taxing Ife 
What better cause for wise philan- 
thropy than to provide relief for the 
overstrained; such Hfe-saving could be 
done for thousands In every large city 
Many neurasthenics can live nearly at 
par if only they can reduce the strain 
bo moderate proportions, 

Strains are of many varieties, and 
the several portions of our democratic 
communities that are just as much 
divided into classes, if ways of living 
are considered, ag in an aristocracy, 
are differently exposed to such 
stresses; they may take them with 
different degrees of severity, ‘To 
many, economic strain dominates; in 
the life of others it is the intimate 
family relation that supplies the major 
| irritant; in even more it ts fallure in 
| the love life before or after marriage; 
in fewer cases it is frustrated ambi- 
tions, or too much concern with vague 
fearnings and a dreamy instability, 

Yet one and all are subject to over- 
strain, and their nervous systems are 
sufficiently alike in their vulnerability 
that when they succumb they develop 
about the same range of symptoms 
Differences persist, and count particu- 
larly in the proper regimen for the 
way out of the depths, But the fun- 
damental fact remains that “nerves” 
are no respecter of persons.

It 1s of no use to point to} 
unemployment figures of September, | 
or October of this year, or to show | 
how much better the situation was fn | 
Canada compared with the United 
States for those months. In both 
countries, the situation has become 
worse during the past month. 

Much Money Lost 

The stock ‘market crash occurred’ 
only in the last week of October, and 
ils effects are now becoming apparent 
Canada unquestionably suffered pro- 
portionately to her population, and | 
the actual] losses as well as the addi- 
tional amounts of margin put up by | 
thousands of investors have seriously 
curtailed buying power.

ion, It is the mysterious and unseen 

judge that weighs as in the balance and 

aguinst whose verdict we can take no 
appeal . 

“They say” is the intangible force 
that makes or breaks us, for It is the 
final samming op of what those who 
know us think about us. It ts thoir ap 
probation or their disapproval, Tt is 
thelr honor or their contempt, It is a 
pat on the back or a stab in the heart. 

Gometimes public opinion is cruelly unjust, but in the main we get Just 
what we deserve. If we have lived cleanly and dealt honestly by our fellow 
creatures and have been kindly and helpful, we are rated highly. 

But if we have lived a mean and selfish life, if we have cheated and op- 


louted the moralities, then public opinion instead of being a salvo of ap- 
Plause ts the hissing of a serpent when our names are mentioned. 
Of course, public opinion can be changed, but tt takes a long time 
te do tt, It is easy to smirch a character, but it is hard work to wipe 
off the stain.

You elected to walk the primrose path because you considered it more
